CHICAGO AS A PORT OF ENTRY. 
The decision of Attorney-General PUR 
powr Wohéeraing the payment of duties and 
filing claims for damages at interior ports of 
entry is one of great importance to the 
merchants of the West. Some two months 
ago, Mr. Coxswr, Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury, decided that the duties on goods 
imported direst to Chicago and other interior 
ports of entry must be paid at the first port 
of delivery, aid that the ten days allowed by 


account of damages begin at the port of ar- 
rival and not a the port of ultimate destina- 
tion. This was recognized immediately as 
the latest efforiof the New York mporters and 
jobbers to brak up the system of direct 
importation atthe West, and it was exposed 
and denounced in Taz Trisuwe at the time. 
The importers of the West were not slow to 
organize a réistance to this manifest in- 
justice, and they secured a reference of the 
question to he Attorney-General, who has

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Droxgy is the correct in of the 
law as it stands, we do not wish to be under- 
stood as thinking the abolition of the Board 
of Police and Fire Commissioners would be a 
serious calamity. We think that whatever 
occasion or necessity for that Board may have 
prevailed when it was created no longer ex- 
ists. It is neither useful nor ornamental. It 
is cumbersome ; and when it does exercise any 
of the useful powers it possesses it is done in 
a way that accomplishes no good. There is 
no discipline enforced. It is not respected 
by ifs subordinates, and consequently not 
respected by the public. Moreover, the 
„Board“ system has become as inefficient as 
the system it succeeded. What is needed isa 
responsible head, clothed with neces- 
sary. powers to perform the duties 
of his office promptly. A. single of- 
cer at the head of the Police, and another 
at the head of the Fire Department, each 
with full power in the selection of his subor- 
dinates, and ench responsible for the entire 
management of his department, and subject 
to summary removal for cause, would be a 
vast improvement upon the Board system 
as now administered. While we think the 
abolition of the Board would be a wise meas- 
ure, and one strongly in the interest of reform, 
that abolition must be accomplished legally. 
The charter of 1872 does not abolish the 
Boards, does not provide any substitute for 
them, and confers no authority on the City 
Government to abolish them, and, in fact, 
continues them. Our objection is, not to 
the taking off, but to the illegal manner in 
which it is proposed to be done. A result of 
all this is that a Police Commissioner will 
have to be elected this fall. 


WABASH AVENUE SHOULD BE PAVED. 

Wabash avenue in its present condition is a 
disgrace to the city. There is a chance forthe 
property-owners to make it one of the most 
desirable and valuable thoroughfares in Chica- 
go, instead of one of the most disagreeable and 
unprofitable. There is no longer any sense 
or reason in quarreling with the horve-rail- 
road people. The tracks are laid and the 
Company has done about all it intends or can 
be required todo. Had the Common Coun 
cil consulted the interests of the people in 
the first instance, and granted the right of 
way to the Company offering the highest 
consideration therefor, it is likely that the 
paving of the entire street Would have been 


But this was not done, and there is no use in 
losing time and throwing away an opportuni- 
ty in order to moan over a betrayal of pub- 
lic trust which cannot now be helped. There 
is no question but the horse-railroad will 
help the street if the property-owners will do 
something for themselves. The avenue is in 
splendid condition as far south as Congress 
street, and for this distance the horse-railroad 
tracks have not disturbed it. From Twelfth 
street to Twenty-second the tracks have rath- 
er improved the street than otherwise, as it 
was nearly impassable before, and as the 
tracks now furnish a bed for wagons and 
trucks to run upon. Between Congress and 
Twelfth, however, the elevation of the track 
above the surface of the old worn blocks 
seemed to be inevitable, since it was necessa- 
ry to furnish a gradual decline from the new 
grade at Congress down to the old. But the 
Company is filling up between the tracks and 
at the sides, tapering off the elevation down 
to the curbs. Nothing more can be done un- 
til the street is paved. 

The pfoperty-owners on Wabash avenue 
should need no urging to proceed at once 
with the repaving of the avenue between 
Congress and Twenty-second. It is pri- 
marily in their own interest; the public 
benefit is only incidental thereto, Every 
dollar invested in a new pavement on Wabash 
avenue at this time will bring back at least 
twenty in the increased valuation of the prop- 
erty, the leasing of property which cannot be 
rented at all at present, and the increase in 
rents of buildings now occupied. It is proba- 
ble that the property-owners can contract for 
the repaving of the street this summer at the 
rate of $2 afoot. The curbing is all done; 
there will be no filling except between Con- 
gress and Twelfth, and the railroad company 
has already done a large part of this; and 
there is nothing to do but the laying of the 
blocks. Whateverit may cost it is entirely 
safe to say that it can be done for less now 
than ever before, and as little as ever agein in 
the future. The pavement has lasted for nine 
years as longas the ordinary block pave- 
ments can be expected to last unless laid of 
white oak. During that time it has been kept 
in repair at the expense of the general public. 
If the property-owners of Wabash avenue are 
waiting in the hope that the avenue will be 
repaved ont of the general tax, they will be 
very much’ disappointed. This cannot and 
should not be done. 

A new block pavement on Wabash avenue 
would, with the horse-railroad running cars 
every two or three minutes (as the Company

Then the prayer of faith” has been an- 
swered, as per promise, and the fanatics re- 
joice. But generally he dies. Then his 
parents say: “It is the will of God,” and 
bury him. It is said that twelve children 
have been suffered to die in this way within 
a short time, all of whom would have been 
saved by a little medical attendance. In 
some cases, broken limbs were treated only 
with prayer and oil. It is needless to say 
that mortification set in and soon killed the 
victims. ‘These practices of the 
“‘ Peculiar People have attracted the atten- 
tion of the London magistracy. The sect 
has been warned to stop murdering its chil- 
dren from a sense of duty, but it has kept 
on. When the twelfth child was sacrificed 
to the Moloch of fanaticiam, the matter was 
brought before a Grand Jury, which was 
asked to indict the offending superstitious 


parent. But the jury was instructed by the 


presiding Judge that the parent’s neglect to 
resort to sure methods of saving his child's 
life was not an indictable offense, provided it 
was due to conscientious religious belief. 
That it was so due could not be doubted. 
The Grand Jury ignored the presentment, 
and the “ Peculiar People” can hereafter go 
on neglecting their babies at pleasure. They 
are now about to start a hospital, open to 
any one, where the only medicines used will 
be prayer and oil, and whence all doc- 
tors will be excinded. As the ail 
derives all its supposed efficacy from being 
put on by an elder and in the name of the 
Lord,” it may fairly be considered as a 
miraculous remedy, on a par with the prayer. 
The new hospital, therefore, will give Prof. 
Truba a chance to collect the statistics 
proposed in Sir Hunr Taompson’s erstwhile 
famous article. On this side of the water 
we might, perhaps, put a legal and a speedy 
stop to the practice of religiously slanghtering 
children.

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THE HOME ARTISTS- 
THEIR PICTURES AT THE ACADEMY. 

The new foreign pictures at the Academy s0 
overpowered the productions of our own artists. 
in size, brilliancy, and importance, that they 
crowded the latter out of notice altogetber upon 
the morning succeeding the reception. The ex- 
hibition still continues, and it is proper that 
some memorandum should be made of the con- 
siderable number of pictures by Chicago artiste 
which hang upon the. walls of the gallery. and 
constitute the most important display of the 
sort which has thus far been made this year. 
Before proceeding to these pictures it is worth 
while to notice a email German landscape which 
arrived late and is uncatalogued, and which, 
heavily and rather oddly framed, bangs just be- 
neath Brown’s Cave of the Winds.” The sub- 
ject is simply a lady aud gentieman in 3 boat 
ferried over a ewiftly-ranning stream by a boat- 
man, a few trees, and a bit of sky. The mono- 
gram C. R. and something in the treatment in- 
dicate Cari Reupp, of Dusseldorf, as the 
author, the same artist who painted “ Coming 
Through the Eye,” and the large picture 
of “The Coming Storm” at the end 
of the gallery. Special note is made of this pio- 
tare, because it much surpasses the others of 
the same artist, and is in fact, for breadth and 
satisfact; u ilities generally, one of the very 
best bits of landscape in the collection. This, 
and Villas Lady and Bird,” aod Leitz’s Good 
Steel, are perhaps the most desirable pictures 
in the exhibition to hang in a moderate-sized 
room in a private house, 

In reviewing the pictures of a local collection, 
it is always unfair to measure them by the same 
standard which would be applied to a general 
collection from well-ksoown artists. The policy 
is—and it is the proper policv—to make the 
terms of admission extremely liberal, and some 
of the artists are oonfessedly little more than be- 
Sinners The consequence is that local exhibi- 
tions contain pictures that possese litt)» or no 
artistic merit, and which, in one sense, bave no 
proper place in soy exbibition of art; but ad-

the Academy, the question wit 
this class of pictures w sot so much 
whether thev compare favorably with the mas- 
ters, as whether they show marks of promise 
and of honest work. 

The following n tes do not pursue any classi- 
fication of our artists, but comment is made in 
auch order as they happen to oovur. 

MR. J. r. MURPHY 
exhibits half-a-dozen small landscapes, very 
quiet and unobtrusive in character, but regarded 
by the artists as possessing a good dea! of merit. 
The Old Mill” (No. 110) is especially low in 
tone aod does not get light enbugh where it is 
hung, nor probably would any light make the 
sky, that most diflicuit part of oil painting, anv- 
thing but opaque. There is, however, vature in 
this picture as in the others. One of the best of 
them is the Storm Breaking Up” (No. 23), 
which convevs an excellent impression of atmo- 
sphere, that is, of what the weather is, half

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THE ‘ACADEMY OF DESICN, 
A SHORT SERMON. 

Brethren of the Academy: An honest man is 
the noblest work of God. Great opportunities 
imply great responsibilities. The application of 
this wiedom is this: 

First~An honest man, ete. Everybody who 
has had anything to do with picture-sales, even 
looking on, is aware of the great opportunity for 
frand which they present. The temptation is 
rarely resisted by private agents and dealers. 
The value of pictures is an uncertain quantity, 
dependect upon various elements of diverse 
kinds,—the actua! merit of the pictures, the rep- 
utation of the artist, the state of the market, 
etc..—of which few persons can have the means 
of forming a correct judgment; and the few 
who possess the necessary discrimination fre- 
quentiy are not identical with the persons who 
bave the money with which to buy. Conse- 
quently picture-s4’os are frequently a kind of 
lottery, in which both dealer and purchaser run 
risks and work in the dark. But, as in all lotteries, 
the advantage ie altogether on the side of the 
seller, and, if he is wot extraordinarily honest, 
he will see to it that he himself comes out whole. 
Not to go farther for iinstrations, there was 
grave diseatiafaction with the late sales of East- 
ern dealers at the Exposition Building, because 
pictures knocked off at one day's sale at definite 
prices to particular names were openly put up at 
auction on subsequent days. It is possible, of 
course, that they were turned in oy archasers 
to be resold, but no one believed t be true, 
and the general opinion was that no one who vur- 
chased pictures there conld be sure he was not bid- 
ding against himself. The simple and childhke 
explanation given by a gentleman long familiar 
with such sales was, that bo supposed it was 
the only way they could make sales.“ Let the 
sales be made though the heavens fall! 

Second—Great opportunities, ete. An asso- 
ciation or academy has great advantages io the 
market,—better means of collecti pictures, 
better advantages for Making them known, and 
more weight with the public. An honorable 
and uniform method of conducting sales is 
as feasible as 4% it desirable. Sup- 
pose the Academy of Design, for instance, were 
to appoint a Committee of Appraisal, whose 
duty it should be on the approach of every sale 
to set a price upon all the pictures. “Let this 
valuation be understood to be the opinion of the 
Academy of what each picture is, as anv rate, 
fairly worth in the market. At the sale the 
pictare might be started at any price at which 
the artist or owner was willing to part with ie. 
and if compstition carried it far above the 
8 ice so much the better, there would 
be no — done. The rich aud 4 
public would have a guide to the value of a pio- 
ture, and it is clear that after a few sales the 
Academy would atvract to tts auctions 8 large 
class of buvers who want pictures, but distrust 
their own judgement. Such customers would 
wait for the sales of the Academy, and buy no- 
where else, They would be sure of making no 
serious blunders, and would have the seal of 
the Academy on all their purchases. Whatever 
dissatisfaction was ¢ccasioned to particular 
artists would have the redrees of appeal to the 
Academy. It is well worth the while of the 
Academy to take an early and judicious stand 
in the matter of conducting sales. and maintain 
it rigidly through. the numerous sales that will 
be beld in coming years.

SCHOOLS OF ART IN THE WEST. 
A Visit TO st. MARY'S. 
Prom Our Npeciai Correapondeat. 

Sr. Mazy’s, Norse Daun, Ind, June 26.— 
Goethe, in ope of his art raptures, says that 
many young painters would never have taken 
their pevcils in their hand if they could have 
felt, known, and understood early enough what 
produced a waster lke Raphael. The West is 
now entering upon a revival of interest in art 
with an enthusiasm which promises permanent re- 
sults; but two considerations enter largely into 
the contemplation of this interest. There are tO 
classes of art people: they who practice art, 
and they who patronize it. One of these con- 
siderations id, have the people who propose te 
patronize art a correct standard of taste The 
other is stiil more important. There cannot be 
any correct taste for art in a community in which 
there is no correct art. There cannot be correct 
art, in the producing sense, without art schools; 
aod these schools must be conducted upon legit- 
imate principles, If they are mere glittering 
advertisements—echools of artifica, instead of 
schools of art—they will do more than 
vards of tawdry canvas or miles of false 
drawing to demoralize and delay the prog ress 
of art culture, and to maintain a kind of ridicu- 
lous and pretentious conoocisseurship which 
would be worthy only of the hearty laughtor it 
inspires, if its dogmatism were not so mischiev- 
ous. It ig as true in our timeas it was in 
Goethe's, that many artista would never touch a 
palette hed they sppreciated, in the first

FINANCIAL, 


The last day of the week was not the busiest, The 
diminished volume of clearings showed that the opera- 
tions of the banks had been insignificant, and in every 
quarter the same report of the transaction simply of 
routine matters. was made, In exceptions! eases 
banks have offered them « fair amount of paper from 
promiscuous sources, but the rule is that the discount 
lines are running down, while depouits are stationary 
or larger than they were. It is unnecessary to enu- 
merate the different varieties of paper presented to the 
banks, such as wool, lumber, mercentile, and manu- 
facturing notes. The aggregate is sueh that the move. 
ment of loanable funds d singgish, Tt is 
noticeable that the sccumuiation of their 
resources does not encourage capitalista to 
make loans on any. less stringent fe 
quirements as to security, They seem, and it ie natu- 
ral that such should be the case, to grow more exact- 
ing as rates grow easier. The industrial shrinkage 
now in progress means that there ia a lessening num- 
ber of enterprises thet pay, The capijalist knows 
this, and inspects more closely than ever the securi- 
ties or indorsements brought him by the borrower. 
It is necessary to make an almost daily explanation of 
this peculiarity of the situation, since many not ini- 
tiated in the ways of the loan-market fell into the 
mistake of supposing that when rates are weak borrow- 
ing is essay. Ali experienced observers of the course 
of financial events will agree that the opposite is true, 
and that borrowing is easiest when rates are firm and 
high, and there is general confidence and activity. 

Rates of discount are 8410 per cept at the banks to 
regular customers ; to other good outside borrowers 
liberal concessions are made, 

On the street the situation is one of easy rates, but 
severe requirements as to securities, Rates are 6@15 
per cent,

THE ENGLISH SITUATION, 

The event hase sustained the position we took week 
before last, that the failures which oceurred in En- 
gland and frightened the new financial editor of the 
London Pune into predicting that their result 
would not be less portentons than that which 
followed the collapse of Overend, Gurney & Co., in 
1866, were in reality of secondary importance, and 
would produce no general disaster. 

We called attention then to the fact that the Bank of 
England rate of discount, the barometer of Lombard 
street, had remained stationary in the face of these 
failures,—e certain indication that, in the judgment of 
the Bank of England Directors, there was no sign of 
panic. When a genuine crisis is at hand, the bank has 
learned, by costly experience, te advance its rate and 
loan liberally, 

For some time previews te the suspension of 
the Aberdare and Yiymouth Irom Companies, the 
financial articles of the London papers contained 
warning intimations that something disagreeable was 
likely © happen. The bankers and. bill 
brokers, whe were already posted oe 
to the falling condition of some of the 
Kast India sud South American traders end some 
iron manufagturers, had thus abundant opportunity 
to fortify themeelves against the coming strain. The 
Bank of England steadily gaine 1 in reserve, ee did also 
the joimt-etock banks, The real losses of the failures 
that subsequently occurred have not been ascertained, 
but itis not believed that they will be very serious, 
The plant t the iron companies is very valuable. 
The bill-brokers furnished the most formidable list of 
Habilities, but, as all who knew the nature of their 
business will comprehend, these are largely nominal. 
They state their habilities as the sum total of the notes 
they heave discounted, but thelr ames will 
include % ene parhL perhaps S&S ms 
jority, of the same notes, perfectly good, which 
they have deposited with the banks as security for the 
money which they borrowed from the latter to make 
the discounts with.

THE SULTAN AT THE OPERA, 

Paris correspondence New York Foening Post: 
The Parisians have latterly been much amused 
by the publication in the daily journals of many 
curious stories about Abdul-Aziz, the Turkish 
Sultan, whose acquaintance they had the pleas- 
ure of making in 1667. The eccentric potentate, 
when he came here, behaved mach like ordinary 
mortais, seeming to have left his peculiarities be- 
lud Mm; bat at homie he carries them to e- 
cess. A letter recently reasived here gives an 
idea of the manner in which he goes to 
the Italian Opera in Constantinople. It 
appears that he docs not care to wien 
that institution more than one yearly, and 
that, on that grand occasion, selections from 
a great number of the principal operas, new 
and od, are presented. A few days ago the 


’ director of the opera received ordets to prepare 


for the coming of the Sultan, who was to remain 
from 6 o’clook im the evening until 1 in the morn- 
ing. A short time after the reception of the Im- 
perial order, along cortege of mules, bearing 
provisions, all the cooking apparatus of the Roy- 
e Kitchen, and a large part of the Sulten’s ward- 

made its appearance, It is customary for 
the Sultan to revew his toilet several tames dur- 
ing his visit Are When the e- 
train bad arrived, the officers of the house- 
hold were busily at work unpacking and ar- 
ranging, the square in front of the theatre re- 
sembied a vast market. When everything was 
ready, the Sultan came and took his seat in the 
Royal box. ‘The curtain stonce rose upon the 
second act of the Barber of Seville.” After he 
had listened a few minutes, Abdul-Aziz discov- 
ered that be was familiar with thet music, and 
so called a council of ministers m hia box. The 
consultation was not finished when the Barber 
of Seville“ was followed a selection from 
“ Orispino e la Comare.” This the Sultan had 
not heard; so he dismissed the mumisters and 
listened eagerly for a few moments; then, sud- 
denly calling his grand chamberlain, he said 
that such music did not please him, and looked 
at the singers with great ure, meantime 
smoking furiously. The trembiing artists then 


| baited thie fierce critic with au act from “ Er- 


navi,” and during this part of thé performance 
d real catastrophe : In the 
chorus of se to Cares Ouint intro- 
duced at end of the act, the singers 
changed the words and sang Glory to Abdul- 
Aziz.”

Revolutionizing the System of Heat- 
ing Purnaces.

For more than a year past 
Mr. Henry Stacy has been endeavoring to per fect 
plans by which coal-tar, crude-oil, etc., could be 
tically utilized for the pu pose of makiog 
eat enough to malt iron (of all descriptions), 
brass, generate steam, etc. It has been known by 
many thatthe Gas Company for some time past 
have been very strict in enforcing the notices 
that are conspicuously posted up all around their 
works., No admittance; call at the office.” 
Now that the patent has been granted on the 
furnace-heater, it has come to light that the Gas 
Company have bad these heaters on their fur- 
naces for nearly six months, end so well have 
they done the work that durmg this time the 
Company have saved daily on ten farnaces, 600 
bushels of coke, and in making this saving have 
consumed a portion of coal-tar that would other- 
wise bave run into Pogue’s ran. One of these 
heaters was placed on a furnace at the Malleable 
Iron Worke last week, where it required eight 
days and nights to anneal the iron with coal, but 
the latter did the work better in six days and 
nights, consuming but two and a half ls 
of tar, costing 1.50 per barrel. Mr. Stacy 
thinks he can run a locomotive a distance of 
100 mules witbout a fireman, at a cost of but 50 
cents. Arrangements have been made already 
for the speedy introduction of this great inven- 
tion, and, as the men interested have means and 
ability, there seems to be no reason why it will 
not be adopted by all those needing furnace- 
heaters at a saving of about 90 per cent over

THE ROE BROTHERS. 

ARREST ON THE CHARGE OF CONSPIRACY. 
About noon yesterday Chief-Detective Dixon 
and some of his subordinates arrested Alfred, 
Frederick, Charles, Edward, and George Roe, at 
their -ommission house, No. 138 North Kinzie 
street. These are the persons who were 
formerly engaged as prineipals and subor- 
dinates in the grocery business, org- 
inally at the corner of Madison and 
Halsted, and afterwards on the South Side, and 
and who, last January, failed, with habilities 
amounting to $240,000, and who—the ners—- 
left the city for Canada. Alfred aud Frederick 
claimed to de the partners, Edward and George 
being respectively clerk and bookkeeper, aud 
Charles, who said he had been a lawyer in New 
York, being, it is alleged by the complainants 
the man who run the whole affair, and lurnished 
the brains to the firm. 

Almost as soon ae the brothers had reached 
Canada, leaving bebind them assets which were 
worth perhaps $20,000, they, it is asserted, opened 
negotiations with their creditors here for the 
purpose of seeing what 22 could be 
made with them. The firm 
bankruptcy, aod the Roes sought to take advant- 
age of that clause of the Baukruptcy act which 
provides that creditors may make a composition 
with debtors. They were successful iu this alter 
a month or so of labor, and offering to pay 24 
cents on the dollar, nearly all of those to whom 
they were indebted accepting their terms, and 
the money was paid into the bands of 
the Judge to satiefy the claims of 
the agreeing creditors, and also of those who 
bad not assented to the composition. Among 
the latter were O. P. Gregory & Co., manufac- 
turers of plug-tobacco, of Richmond, to whom 
the Roes owed about $8,000. The Richmond 
firm were so well satisfied that the Roes were 
swindlers that, sou after they heard of their 
failure, they put the matter into the hands of 
Mr. Henry H. Adams, of this city, with direc- 
tions to go abead and see if by.any possibility 
the brothers could be arrested and criminally 
prosecuted. Mr. Adams kept constantly on 
their track, the detectives in his employ follow- 
ing them even to Canada.

Roes returned to this city and started in busi- 
ness again as a commission house on Kinzie 
street. So soon as Mr. Adams found they were 
here, he burried up his arations, being con- 
vinced, he says, that they had come on only to 
collect What money they could lay their hands 
on and clear out again. Any idea of departure, 
however, which they might have entertaimed, is 
put an end to by their arrest yesterday. The 
charge against the five is conspin with 
intent 0 defraud, ete. the egation 
being that they came to this city ard wens into 
business * hg with the intention of swin- 
dling. and that all their transactious with Greg- 
ory & Co, aud other firms, carried on over sey- 
eral years, were parts of one comprehensive 
scheme devised by Charles. It is the intention 
of the firm represented by Mr. Adams—and 
other creditors may — in the proceedings to 
prosecute the defendants criminally to the bitter 
end, and they sav they believe they will be able 
to send them to the Penitentiary. They were 
examined before Summerfield, aud the bail of 
Alfred and Frederick fixed at $10,000, and that 
of the others at 85,000.
